The Hoosac Valley street 
railway 


company will not be able to- secure a 
franchise through Church street with- 
out encountering vigorous and organ- 
ized opposition, and the leaders of the 
objections say it will never secure the 
franchise at all. 


The news that Church street was 


wanted by the local street 
railway 


company for a new line to Adams was 
a great surprise. When some of the 
residents on the "street of the Bra- 
mins" recovered from the first shock 
of the threatened invasion they vowed 
to themselves that the trolley should 
never run by their quiet homes; then 
they began to take council of each 
other and count noses. The count wa 
favorable and •a. meeting of some of 
the leading spirits was held. 


The first meeting, held on Saturday 


night, was a very informal affair. A 
more 
important meeting followed 


Monday evening, when William G. 
Cady and Mark E. Couch were select- 
ed as a committee to draw up a peti- 
tion of protest to the city council. 


This petition was duly prepared and 


was circulated all day yesterday by 
Mr. Cady, who said this morning- that 
he had secured the name of every man 
he approached and was waiting only 
for a few residents to return before 
completing his work. Mr. Cady re- 
fused to give the wording of the peti- 
tion or any of the names on the paper, 
but from another source it was learned 
that Mark^B. Couch heads the list of 
signers. It is said that only one party 
approached hesitated about signtog, 
and he signed later. It was also said 
that practically all the residents of 
Church street were represented down 
beyond the normal school. There are 
one or two names of people not resi- 
dents of the street, and so many citi- 
zens who do not live on the street have 
asked to sig-n the paper, according to 
one of the petitioners, that a petition 
for general circulation will probably 
be prepared. 


Mr. Cady will probably complete his 


work and be ready to make his peti- 
tion public within a few days. 


Adam* Ha* Objection*, Too 


Adams is also full of rumors of ob- 


jections. Some are said to object to 
another franchise in that town to the 
local company, preferring a competing 
line; some are reported to object to the 
invasion of Summer street; and not a 
few are credited with other motives 
even to that of spite. There is also a 
disposition in that town to find out 
how much the company will give for 
the use of the streets. 
According to these reports there is gen 
eral 
activity in some sections and

some men and organizations 


towards making a 
stubborn

against a franchise. 


Those who seem to be leaders In 


this matter of objection say the town 
must not grant any more franchises to 
the Hoosac Valley company for va- 
rious reasons. 
Some object through 


spite, others object because the loca- 
tion now asked for means the destruc- 
tion of one of the best 
residential 


streets in town and others claim the 
street railway company wants every- 
thing for nothing. 
Still others say 


the company has not fulfilled promises 
in 
regard to the Cheshire extension 


and that if such a road is to be built, 
it would be better to grant a franchise 
to the Berkshire 
company, 
which 


might 
extend its tracks through the 


east 
part of Cheshire 
to 
Adams, 


coming by way of 
"Pumpkin Hook' 


in East Cheshire and Orchard street 
in Adams. 


The people who favor the admission 


of a new company say that even then 
the town should receive some remuner- 
ation for the privilege.

Captain Btgsbee also said that when he 


had boarded the Brooklyn on May 26, 
Commodore Schley bad told him that he 
was boonA for Key West for coal. 


The witness recalled a signal from the 


flagship at that time, asking him to in- 
form Sampson that one-half of this 
squadron is out of coal." 


Mr. Rayner then questioned the wit- 


nes, bringing out the statement that 
the purpose of his ship's being sent to 
the vicinity of Santiago, was, if, pos- 


sible, to locate the Spanish fleet 


Witness said he had first seen the Span- 
ish vessels in the harbor of Santiago, 
but that when he reported the fact he 
found the squadron had already made 
the discovery. 


"All I want to ask is this, if, when 


you saw the smoke after chasing a num- 
ber of vessels to the westward, and 
when you made for the Santiago en- 
1 ranee on the morning of the 29th you 
thought that this was a Spanish squad- 
ron approaching the port?" 


"Xo, I thought it might be the Span- 


ish squadron. 
I did not say they were 


approaching the port." 


"Yes," you say, "approaching that 


oort." 


•'You must remember that I had no 


definite information whatever." 


"Did you ever megaphone the presa 


boat Summers N. Smith that the Span- 
ish fleet was not in the harbor at San- 
tiago?" 


"Never. 
One of the press boats 


hailed me, saying that Schley Had the 
Spaniards bottled up at Sienfuegos. I 
replied that we had had them bottled 
up at Santiago for a week." 


In reply to a question as to the condi- 


tion of the water at the time he was at 
Santiago, Sigsbee said: 
"During the 


24th, 25th and 26th of May the weather 
was unsettled, trade conditions bad 
been hindered. 
There were more or 


less rains and moderately heavy seaa 
on those three days." 


The court asked a number of questions 


of Captain Sigsbee.

either of these vessels had carried the 
memorandum and that he was depen- 
dent upon his memory in making the 
statement. 


Mr. Hanna said in this connection that 


the department expected to show that 
four copies of this memorandum had 
been forwarded to Commodore Schley. 
Mr. Rayner responded that he would 
admit only one copy, and that was the 
copy delivered by the Hawk on May 23, 
1898. 


The court adjourned for the day with 


Becker still on the stand.

But 
the fluke demonstrated little as to the 
question of supremacy between the two 
boats except perhaps that Sir Thomas 
new champion is more dangerous in 
light airs than was supposed after nor 
two former meetings with the white 
flyer, to which the patriots are pinning 
their wealth. In fluky winds of variable 
strenght shifting as they did through 
six points of the compass, luck cut al- 
most as much figure as model seaman- 
ship and yesterday's fortune was un- 
mistakably with the foreigner. 


The course was an equilateral trian- 


gle, 10 miles to the leg, the first leg be- 
ing a beat due east into the wind. The 
Yankee skipper at the start out-gener- 
aled bis adversary in a splendid piece 
of jockeying, crossing the line in the 
windward berth 12 seconds ahrad of the 
Englishman. This advantage Columbia 
held for two hours while both yachts 
steered far eff their course to the south- 
ward looking for a streak of wind that 
would profit them. Finally Barr de- 
clined longer to continue the vainless 
quest. He put his helm down and head- 
ed in-shore on the starboard tack. The 
Shamrock at this time, after both had 
been sailing in the eame airs, was a 
beaten boat and her skipper could afford 
to take the gambler's chance with for- 
tune. He held doggedly on. And for- 
tune smiled upon him. 
Within five 


minutes he got a breeze out of the south 
which ruffled the crestless seas and 
wafted him, like a ghost, through the 
Columbia's weather. 


But this was not his best piece of good 


fortune. 
After this reverse the Co- 


lumbia, slipping through the seas at an 
astonishing pace considering the light- 
ness of the breeze, had worked out 
ahead of the Shamrock, but to leeward. 
When the two yachts were in this posi- 
tion, about two miles from the first 
turn, a cant of the wind threatened to 
blanket the Columbia, and to avoid 
such a possibility Barr went under the 
Shamrock's stern. 
Just as he did so 


the wind hauled around more to the 
south, knocking the Columbia's head 
back for the lightship at the starting 
line. 
The golden boat, favored by the 


same breeze, was headed in exactly the 
opposite direction.

wind backed again and Barr got the Co- 
lumbia straightened out, he was a third 
of a mile astern. 
In this position the 


two boats rounded the first mark, the 
Shamrock 3 minutes and S seconds be- 
fore tli° Columbia, or a gain for the 
Shamrock in the beat to wiiy}ward, add- 
ing the 12 seconds which Columbia 
beat her over the line, of 3 minutes and 
20 seconds. 


During the next how in a close reach 


for the second, mark, the yachts were 
able to cover about four or four and a 
half miles of the remaining* 20, and as 
only 50 minutes then remained before 
the expiration of the time limit, the race 
w.as declared off. 
After turning the 


mark.the experts thought the Shamrock 
increased her lead sligjitly. This gain 
may, 
however, be accounted for by the 


f^?t that she carried a large reaching jib 
topsail, while Columbia was working 
close to the wind with a small baby 
jib topsail, a nicer handkerchief com- 
pared with the Shamrock's larger sail. 
When the excursion fleet headed back 
for home the only real race of the day 
occurred.

NIAGARA 


Toe Power of the St. ^Lawrence Util- 


ized at Masse nil, N. Y. 


Watertown, N. Y., Oct. 2.—Today wiO 


nesses the inauguration of the greatest 
power-producing plant in this country. 
The water has been turned 
on tha 


wheels of the plant of the St. Lawrence 
Power company at Massena, in th<? 
northern part of St. Lawrence county, 
this state, and started that mighty en' 
terprise. Even the Niagara Falls pow- 
er plant is surpassed by this one, botn. 
in the amount of power produced an<f 
as an engineering achievement. White 
at Niagara the fall is greater, the volume 
is not so great. The two plants are con- 
structed on entirely different lines. 
At Niagara, the water is dropped down 
a well 150 feet deep upon the wheels 
below, and the shaft extends straight 
up and is connected with the generators 
stationed over them. 
At Massena the 


wheels work horizontally, there being 
a right and left, so that tho thrust is 
neutralized and the main shaft is but 
half the length of the Niagara shaft. 
At Niagara power is furnished at the 
rate of $23 per year per horse power 
and was all taken in a year from the 
completion. 
At Massena this cost will 


be nearly cut in half, for here the rate 
will be about $13 per year per horsa 
power. 
The cost of this enterprise has 


been great. The company was capital- 
ized at $6,000,000, and already $5,050,- 
000 has been expended In its construc- 
tion. 
But the success of the under- 


taking is already assured, as' nearly a9 
of the power to be produced has already 
been contracted for.

The two travelled over Ita ly, 
but it was not until 1S97 that Miss Hall 
decided to ass-ame the guise of a man. 
She took the name of Charles Winslow 
Hall, and asked her Italian friend to 
assume the guise Of her wife, under the 
name of Guiseppani Hall.

was done, because of Miss Hall's be- 
lief that she would be subjected to much 
less annoyance than if theyttravellcd 
simply as two young women. 


In 1899 her health began to fail, and 


learning from ii»e physicians that she 
was suffering from tuberculosis, she 
expressed'a desire to go home to die at 
her home in Boston.

A STRIKE PROBABLE 


Fall River Owners and Oper- 


atives Cannot Agree

Manufacturers Claim Tbat Business 


Conditions Will Not Warrant 
a 


Raise la Wages—Mr. Borden Claims 
tbe Contrary 


Fall River, Oct. 2.—C. M. Hathaway, 


secretary of the Textile Manufacturers' 
association, has addressed a letter to 
the Textile council in which lie sayt.; 


"I am Instructed to inform you that 


your request for an advance ot" five per- 
cent cannot be entertained. Tho mar- 
ket conditions do not warrant the ad- 
vance asked for. The pre&ent margin 
figured 011 the basis agreed to by your 
committee and the manufacturers is 
now 66 94-1000 cents. Had the manu- 
facturers accepted the sliding scale of 
wages proposed by your organization 
which you were anxious 10 have adopt- 
ed, but which was considered so tiufaii 
that they wore compelled to reject it, 
wages would now be based on 18 cents 
for weaving or nine per cent less than 
they are now paying. The question of 
margins cannot be eliminated from the 
wage schedule, nor caa the exceptional 
conditions under which one or two cor- 
porations are situated be accepted as j 
sufficient grounds on which tu grant the 
advance." 


Mr. Whitehead of the council said a 


meeting would be called for tonight aud 
the operatives advised to strike for the 
advance. Meetings of the unions will 
be called immediately after the Textile 
council meeting Wednesday night and 
the operatives will be asked to vote on 
the 
council's recommendation. The 


•leaders fully expect a strike in all the 
mills next Monday morning. 


There is no conciliation in the tone of 


the manufacturers' letter, and it is fully 
expected that a strike will be inaugurat- 
ed. The manufacturers are prepared 
for it, as the following interview with 
the most Influential one among them 
clearly indicates: "I have talked with 
nearly every manufacturer in the city 
in the past two days, and I think I 
know the situation as well as anybody. 
I have not found any manufacturer who 
intended to advance wages. It mitst be 
determined now whether Mr. Borden 
shall rule us or whether we shall go on 
about our business in our own way and 
not subject to to his or the labor unions' 
domination. We do not want a strike, 
and we hope our people are sensible 
enough not to provoke one, but if they 
insist we muat met them at a great loss 
to ourselves and a great loss to 
them. 
There is no intention on the 


part of any: manufacturer we know of 
in the association to concede the ad- 
vance, and we deny the truth of every 
report to the contrary, published 01 
otherwise."

"Six weeks ago there wqs talk of a cut 
of 15 percent in wages of cotton mill 
operatives. There were rumors of 
strikes and possibly a shut-down of the 
mills. There seemed to have been an 
overproduction and prices were way 
down. Now, 
under those circum- 


stances would any man with human in- 
telligence reduce wages? When wages 
go down it indicates low prices because 
of the production exceeding demand. 
Reduce wages and prices fall. Put 
them up and it indicates a good market. 
It seemed to me there was a good de- 
mand for cotton prints. I had some big i 
orders to fill. I bought in the open 
market to fill my order and orders in- 
creased. Everyl>o$y knows that whun 
orders increase for goods the mills are 
not going to close. Far from it. Out 
mills have beeu run on a cooperative 
plan. When our business is good we in- 
crease wages, and you can figure it out 
for yourself whether our business is 
good right now." 


"Are the other mill owners in Fail 


River going to increase wages also?'' 
was asked. 


"I don't know anything about that. 


I won't say that I think they will do. 
However, it stands to reason that if we 
can afford it they won't shut clown in 
the face of a five percent increase in the 
wages of our employees."

Portland, Me.. Oct. 2.—There has been 


paid Into the court by liquor dealers 
about $11,000, and other large fines re- 
main to be paid during the week. Some 
of the liquor dealers have been prac.i- 
cally ruined by the present strict en- 
forcement of the prohibitory laws. One 
man told Sheriff Pearson that his house 
was unencumbered Jan. 1, but it is gone 
now and he does not know how to raise 
the money with which to pay his fine 
Another man offered through his attor- 
ney to pay a fine of $1000 all he has 
left. If the state does not accept his 
offer he will be forced to go to jail on a 
long sentence.

FRANCHISE GRANTING 


The days of franchise "and no ques- 


tions asked" have passed. Therefore 
the city council acted wisely in in- 
structing its committee on the two 
street railway petitions to ask cer- 
tain questions before action is taken in 
regard to granting them. The street 
railway company should be willing and 
ready to answer any reasonable ques- 
tions that the representatives of the 
people in the city government may 
ask. 


One of the questions which the com- 


mittee is to ask was asked by the 
Transcript, and an authorative state- 
ment was given in reply through its 
columns to the public. The street 
railway company wants the franchise 
allowing it to build a new line to Ad- 
ams that it may build the line at 
once. The question was a natural one, 
and it is well that the council should 
ask for some definite assurance on the 
point to be given directly to the coun- 
cil. 


The other question asked the com- 


pany is of equal importance. The city 
should understand well the return it 
is to get for the use of its streets. It 
is entitled to a return that will be just 
to itself and just to the company. 
Great Benefits are to be expected to 
the city from the building of the line. 
It is not reasonable to suppose that 
the company is seeking to build the 
road without the expectation of bene- 
fit for itself. What is just in the case 
•will be that which results in the pre- 
servation of the proportion of benefit 
on a business basis. The street rail- 
way company should not ask for a 
larger proportion of the mutual bene- 
fit than is reasonable when all the 
business interests and risks are con- 
si(Jered. The city should not ask for 
a larger proportion than is consistent 
with the same facts. 


If investigation should show that jus 


tice to the people who give the fran- 
chise demands more than the develop- 
ment which would follow the construc- 
tion of the line, more should be asked. 
If it should show that justice to the 
company which uses the franchise de- 
mands nothing more than is usually 
asked in similar cai.es, this answer 
should be accepted. 


Another point that should be con- 


sidered is in regard to the exclusive 
use of the streets for the tracks of the 
one 
road. 
The company's petition 


states that it would not oppose a right 
of 
way 
for another road along the 


same streets. The council should not 
%il to consider that two tracks would 


tfcw 
an 
impossibility on the streets 


Mined, 
and should provide that in 


ease it ever seemed advisable for the 
Interests of the entire 
community, 


the 
tracks laid should be available 


for use by another company on equit- 
able terms. 


A RF.AL CATTfcE SHOW 


It is always easier to criticise than 


io point oat a new and better couvue. 


The Transcript has criticised our an- 


nual cattle show and has said very 
frankly that it believed the affair as at 
present run Is an institution in which 
North Adams 'can take no pride- that 
it is absolutely without profit along 
any line worthy of the support of this 
community. 


We believe it would be better for the 


Hoosac Valley agricultural society to 
£o out of business entirety and nev»»r 
hold another fair than to continue* on 
present plans. But it is not our pur- 
pose to kill the fair, 
for we believe 


its possibilities are great. Frank crit- 
icism of it has been made to arouse 
'.he public and members of the society 
o their many lost opportunities; but 
fhen 
this has been done tfie Trin- 


script will be found ready to su«s°Jrt 
in a modest, 
good-natured 
manner 


some ways of meeting these oppor- 
tunities. 
These suggestions will b« 


based 
on the experience 'of 
others, 


particularly two or three of the biggest 
and most successful fairs in this sec- 
tion of the country. 


That the people may know what the 


Transcript is seeking, what sort of a 
fair it believes North Adams should 
have, it is perhaps well to outline the 
kind of fair that we believe might be 
held in this city. 


If" the Hoosac Valley 
agricultural 


society or any stock company or othpr 
organization were to start out new to 
give us a model fair, what would the 
lines 
be on which it would have to 


work 1 


We believe the first actual effort to 


make 
our fair a real r>owar for tcod 


would be thf* equipping of the groui.Js 
with cattle pens where the cattle could 
be housed the two or three days that 
the fair lasted. In these pens the cat- 
tle would be tied in open stalls on 
either side of a wide aisle where the 
visitors 
to the grounds might pass 


along to view the fine stock, protect- 
ed 
by the roof from sun and rain. 


The roof would also be extended over 
another waik in the rear of the stalls 
where other visitors could pass along 
or the same ones could, if they chose, 
look at the stock from that viewpoint. 
These would provide for the comfort 
and 
convenience of exhibitors 
and 


their stock and afford the patron of 
the 
fair an 'opportunity to examine 


the animals in the most convenient 
and satisfactory way. 


These pens would be numerous, and 


they would be filled with the finest 
specimens 
of all varieties that could 


be gathered from all over New Eng- 
land and New York state. It might re- 
quire the services of a paid agent for 
a few years to get exhibitors in the 
habit 'of sending their stock to North 
Adams; but if the welfare of the so- 
ciety and its interests and mission 
in a large way were the things taken 
into account, 
this would gladly be 


done. 


Then 
expert judges would be se- 


cured and they would go at work on 
the exhibits as soon as the fair open- 
ed, and The first day would be spent 
in awarding premiums and then pla- 
carding the pens and tieing the rib- 
bons on the prize winners so that the 
public 
might view the exhibits and 


learn something about fine stock. Not 
a single exhibit would be allowed to 
leave the grounds before the fair was 
over. 


Similar quarters would be provided 


for the horses, poultry and any other 
form of live stock, 
domestic or net 


animals that prizes might be offered 
on. 


In short the fair would be made a 


real 
exhibit of fine stock that would 


be a source of education of the people 
and an inspiration to stock-raisers in 
this vicinity. 


If 
anyone doubts that such stock 


could be brought here, 
let him con- 


sider that no 
place is better located 


than North Adams to be easily reach- 
ed from the great agricultural sec- 
tions of both New York state 
and 


New England. And that both of these 
sections abound in fine stock is prov- 
ed by the several great fairs held in 
York state, as at Syracuse and Cam- 
bridge, and such fairs to the east of 
us as the New England fair which has 
been 
held at places in Maine and 


New Hampshire anil at Worcester in 
this state, and the Rhode Island state 
fair at Providence. North Adams, be- 
ing between these two, could attract 
the 
best 
from both and have the 


greatest fair in the whole eastern part 
of the United States—a 
fair 
that 


would be both an inspiration and in- 
centive to our farmers and stock rais- 
ers and that would prove a source of 
both 
profit 
and enjoyment to our 


people. 


If anyone thinks that such 
a fair 


could not be made a financial suc- 
cess, 
that the people would not be 


drawn out in larger numbers by a 
fine exhibit of live stock 
than by all 


the "special attractions" 
that have 


been 
tried and found wanting both 


here and in so many other places, 
let 
him v>it one of the few great 


fairs 
and see the crowds of people 


that gather about the stock exhibits. 
Let him watch the groups of interest- 
ed people tnat stand and admire a 
fine 
stallion or & noble looking bull. 


And then let him note how much more 
popular these are than the "midway" 
or even the horse trots. 


Or let him consider the popularity 


of 
the h'orse shows that have In so 


many places that are not agricultural 
sections succeeded 
and taken 
the 


place of the old-fashioned cattle show. 
He may say that the horse show is a 
fad of fashionable society; but if he 
does 
he fails as. a careful observer. 


Fad" or not, the real thing on which 
the 
horse show relies for success is 


the natural love of man for 
finely 


bred animals. 
Not ohly the lovers of 


horses, 
but the admirers of cattle, 


sheep, 
poultry, yes, and the much 


abused 
nog, will be attracted by the 


real cattle show. 


Then if the fair were to be made 


of real practical worth to the farmer 
and our live stock Interests, intelligent 
butter making tests would be conduct- 
ed on the grounds. There would be 
prizes for milk and cream producers, 
both grade and thoroughbred. Pro- 
vision would be made for large dairy 
and agricultural implement exhibits; 
and perhaps a plowing match might be 
tried with profit. It has proved an In- 
teresting and profitable form of com- 
petition in other places. 


On the farmers' side much jrreater 


interest might be aroused in the dis- 


play of vegetables, fruits and other 
products of the soil, and if this were 
handled in the same intelligent way 
suggested 
for the stock exhibits, it 


would be found a great incentive to 
the farmers, truck gardeners and fruit 
raisers of this immediate section—for 
of course this part of the exhibition 
would naturally depend upon the peo- 
ple of a smaller section than 
the 


stock exhibit. 


The proper handling of this exhibit 


would require the erection of a large 
and substantial hall; and in this ball 
places would be provided for the large 
exhibition 
of 
the handiwork of tbe 


farmers' wives 
for the display of 


which substantial inducement would 
naturally be offered. 


And if in this hall provision were 


also made for large displays by our 
merchants 
and perhaps such an in- 


dustrial carnival as our Central Labor 
union 
once 
attempted here on 
a 


small scale, it would be found a more 
profitable attraction, Doch from the 
educational and financial standpoint, 
than 
all the special attractions the 


officers could invent.

The 
question of 
having 
public 


scales in this city, which was acted oa 
by the city council last night, is not 
entirely new, 
Commissioner Temple 


having looked the matter UD t»o 
years ago. He found that the cost 
of a Fairbanks 20-ton scale, such as 
the city should have, if any, wouU be 
$550, subject to a discount which would 
bring 
the cost to about J300. This 


was exclusive of the timber for the 
platform and the work of setting, and 
it was estimated that the total cost 
of the scales complete -would be about 
1800. At that time 1*0 suitable loca- 
tion that was available could be found, 
and the project was abandoned. 


The resolution adopted by the coun- 


cil last night requests Commissioner

WORLD'S FiRST JEWELRY. 


Discovery ol Valuable Jewell toy 


Professor Fllederi-Fetrle. 


In Harper's for October Professot 


Flinders-Petrie, the famous archaeolo- 
gist, tells In an interesting way of the 
recent discovery of valuable Jewels In 
the newly opened royal tombs of Aby- 
dos. Professor Petrie himself conduct- 
ed these Investigations. 


"The most surprising discovery of 


all," he says, "was that of the gold 
Jewelry of the reign of King Zer. While 
we were clearing out this royal tomb a 
workman noticed a piece of the arm of 
a mummy lying In a broken bole In the 
wall. He did not pass It by as worth- 
less, but looked in at one end and saw 
a lump of gold. Now, ordinary human 
nature, and still more Arab nature, 
puts In a finger and hooks out a lump of 
gold when It can. But our workmen 
are far too well trained to do that, rnd 
so the arm was laid down again till we 
could see It. After reporting it the 
piece was brought intact to our huts, 
and that evening an hour or two was 
spent in opening it up carefully and re- 
cording how everything was placed, 
lastly weighing the gold and giving the 
finder more than Its intrinsic value. !

| 5roup of Jewelry known ig.tbe world, 
' the four bracelets of the queen of King 
Zer, about 4700 B. C., some 2,000 years I 
earlier than any other Jewelry thus far j 
Identified.

"The first bracelet is formed of alter- I 


nate plaques of gold and turquoise, 
each surmounted with the royal hawk 
and paneled to imitate the front of the 
tomb or palace. This bracelet has a 
history in Itself. The turquoise plaques 
bear a much more archaic and lumpy 
form of hawk than the gold pieces, and 
they show signs of having been worn 
alternately with large beads. From the 
style, like that of Mena, they were 
made probably at the accession of King 
Zer. Later the hawks in gold were 
made In the more advanced style to 
form a bracelet with the 'turquoise. All 
the pieces were numbered, with lines 
on the bases sloping for one half, 
straight for the other half, of the 
bracelet. Four turquoise and five gold 
pieces were lost, and so the eighteen of 
each were reduced to the present num- 
bers. 


"The next bracelet is curiously built 


up. The centerpiece of gold appears to 
be copied from the seed vessel of a 
desert plant. On either side are beads 
of turquoise and gold and lastly a large 
amethyst ball of deep color. The back 
half is of the same material. The two 
Bides are braids of gold wire and thick 
hair plaited together."

"The trusts are bringing about the 


millennium" was the statement made 
at the meeting of Co-operative Societies 
of America at Civic Council hall in 
New York the other night It was 
Bradford Peck of Lewistori, Me., a mil- 
lionaire Socialist, who made the re- 
mark, and the gathering of delegates 
from seven organizations representing 
10,000 co-operators in America agreed 
with him, says the New York World. 


"I believe that the way to settle the 


financial and social questions of the 
day," he said, "is by the forming of 
trusts. There should be a trust of the 
people, and that is what we have form- 
ed In the Co-operative Association of 
America. Why not consolidate labor? 
There is enough wasted every day in 
competition to support half the race. 
We intend to own mills, factories, 
farms, stores, offices and newspapers. 
No one will have to work more than 
three or four hours a day. Every one's 
credit will be good. All children will be 
educated, and poverty will be an un- 
known quantity. We already have be- 
gun the work by settling upon the city 
of Lewiston, Me., and in seventeen 
years we shall own every Inch of 
iand In the city, and every citizen will 
be a member of our society. We have 
members all over the country, includ- 
ing the governors of many of the 
states. 


"We are going to start a penny daily 


newspaper in Boston which will figl 
onr battles for us and will give the 
public condensed, reliable news at the 
same time. This will be done at once. 
One may be started in Philadelphia 
too."

It was petition night .for the city 


council last evening. There was prac- 
tically no business of any kind beyond 
the three petitions and one resolution 
presented. But these included some 
extremely important matters to the 
city as a whole 


The most important were the two 


petitions 
from 
the Hoosac Valley 


street railway company for permission 
to extend its tracks up the hill past 
Kemp park and down the east road to 
Adams, according to the plans of the 
company 
already 
outlined in 
the 


Transcript. 


A special committee was named to 


act in the matter, with' instructions 
given on motion of Councilman Whit- 
ney to find out how soon the company 
intended to build the Adams extension 
if it got permission and also what le- 
turn it would make for the use of the 
streets. 


Both petitions give the route asked 


for, and include the following state- 
ment: 


"The corporation does not a.-;k for 


the PI elusive right to use the streets 
r.bove named for street railway pur- 
poses, but expressly states that the 
sold street may be used for the loca- 
tion of the tracks of any other street 
r.i 'way company, .whenever the city 
council shall dcteimir.e that the in- 
terests of the public so require." 


The Adams extension petition asks 


f jr permission to lay tracks from the 
corner 
of Main and Eagle strrets, 


where the present tracks are, through 
Main street, south through 
church 


street to the east road, south throug 
tliis read to the cross road, and thence 
south the Adams town line. 


The Kemp park extension petition 


atks for right of way from Union 
stieet through Gallup and East Main 
streets and Kemp avenue to Bradley 
stieet. 


Question* to be Asked 


When the first petition had been read, 
Councilman Whitney read a motion 
that the petition "be referred to a 
special committee consisting 
of *•- the 


committee on streets and four other 


i councilmen, to ascertain how soon the 


road will be built if the franchise ;s 
granted, and also what compensation 
tlie road will offer for the use of the 
streets." 


This motion caused a little debate. 


Ccaneilman Hunter asked. 


"Has the city solicitor seen that pe- 


tition, or does he know of its con- 
tents?" 


"I cannot answer that," said Presi- 


dent Whitaker, while Mr. Whitney re- 
plied, 


"He knows nothing of it." 
"Tnat's your own motion?" aski'J 


Mr. Hunter. 


Mr, Whitney said that it was, and 


added he believed there was nothing 
unconstitutional or illegal about bring 
ing such s motion before the council. 


Mr. Hunter replied that it -was not 


for that that he asked, but he thought 
the motion should be discussed before 
it passed. 


Mr. Amadon said that if the council 


desired the petition could be referred 
to a special committee without regard 
to the committee 'on streets and he 
tl.o light the motion was very proper. 


The motion was carried without op- 


position, and later in the meeting 
President Whitaker appointed the fol- 
lowing special committee, the 
first 


three names given being the members 
of the committee on streets: Council- 
men Rice, Braman, Stcckwell, Whit- 
ney, Hunter. Barnard and Sykes. * 


On the Kemp park petition-Council- 


man Whitney moved that It be refer- 
red to the same committee, although 
he did not add that it should call for 
the same investigation. 


Firemen'* Salaries 


The petition from the call firemen was 
practically as outlined in the Tran- 
script some time a,go, with a schedule 
of salary graded according to rank. 
The petition was signed by the offi- 
cers of the call companies, who were 
the committee to act on the matter, 
and is^as follows: 


"The undersigned respectfully rep- 


resent that the growth of the city since 
the charter was adopted has increased 
to such an extent that we feel the 
salary of the call members of the fire 
department 
is 
inadequate 
to 
the 


amount of work required of them. We 
therefore petition your honorable body 
to consider this matter and cause the 
question of increase of salary of the 
call members of the fire department to 
be submitted to the citizens at the 
next annual city election, substantial- 
ly in the following form: 


" 'Shall the salary of the members' 


of the fire department be increased and 
fixed a? follows: First assistant engi- 
neer, $£00; second assistant engineer, 
$175; captains, $125 each; lieutenants, 
$112 each; firemen $100 each.' " 


This petition was referred to the 


committee on fire department. 


Public Scales Called For 


The resolution concerning public scalei 
v.-as filed by Councilman Franchere, 
and was as follows: 


"Be it resolved, that the public con- 


venience and necessity require that 
there be set up and maintained public 
scaUs for the general use of the pub- 
lic ir weighing coal, grain, hay, etc., 
and be it further resolved, that the 
commissioner of public works bo an<i 
Is hereby requested to c«siract for the 


use of scales to be known and operated 
as public scales ,or to select some 
eul+aMe location for such wales, to 
estimate the cost of purchasing and 
setting up the same on leased land 01 
otherwise and submit the amount to 
the board of estimates, so called, said 
amount to be included in the estimat«jp 
of appropriations for the year 1902." 


This resolution was very similar 10 


one introduced a few months ago and 
laid en the table by the council. A 
month ago action on it was aske<l ?or 
by Councilman Ladam, and at the re- 
quest of President Whitaker the mat- 
ter was left over till this meeting for 
the introduction of new resolutions on 
the f.ubject. 


Councilman Pranchere moved, after 


the reading of the resolutions that 
they be acted on at once. This was 
carried. 
The resolutions were then 


voted on, and without the least de- 
bate were carried, one question in re- 
gard to the matter being the only com- 
ment on the matter.

A petition wa's presented from B. 


Marchisano, who is just completing a 
new house on Walnut street, for per- 
mission to finish off as sleeping rooms 
two rooms in the attic. The original 
petition for the building did not cover 
these rooms to the satisfaction of the 
building inspector, who stopped work 
on the house when they were reached. 


The committee on buildings, to whic 


they were referred, had already con- 
sidered it and recommended that the 
petition be granted, which was done. 


The only other business was 
the 


adoption of the election order calling 
for election November 5. 


All the council was present except 


Dennett, Perry and Rice.

THE DEATH RECORD 


WORSE THAN POISON 


A Well at Adams Has Been 


Claiming Its Victims for 


Fifty Years 


DRINK OF ITS WATER IS DEATH 


The Cause of Half a Century's Long 


List of Typhoid Fever Fatalities 


Believed To Be Well On 


Burlmgame Farm 


Lawrence Jenks of Adams 
was 


brought to the North Adams hospital 
this morning. He is very sick with 
typhoid fever. Fred Rice lies sick of 
the same disease at the home of his 
mother in Savoy, and 
his brother, 


Frank Rice, who is a brother-in-law 
of Jenks, died three weeks ago, the 
cause 
of his death being typhoid 


fever. 


Back of these facts is a long story of 


the fatal work of an impure well that 
has been claiming its victims for 48 
yeatrs. 


Scott Jenks of Cheshire, father of 


Lawrence, accompanied his son to the 
hospital .here today. When seen by a 
Transcript man he said that the cause 
of these three cases of typhoid fever 
and many others that have occurred 
among residents at the Burlingame 
farm in Adams on the road to Savoy 
is now believed by the doctors to be a 
well onf-he place. Their belief has re- 
sulted in the calling into tue cas« of 
the board of health and a sample of i 
the well water has been taken and 
sent to Boston for analysis. 


Frank Rice, who was the first of the 


three mentioned to be taken with the 
disease, was working on the place. He 
was the only member of the family to 
u=e the water from the well, which 
supplies a very cool drink. When he 
died one of his three children was 
sick of the samcfcdisease, but has since 
recovered. 


While Frank was sick his wife sum- 


moned his brother 
Fred and her 


brother, Lawrence Jenks, to help with 
the fa,rm work. They say they did not 
partake of the well water, but did use 
it in various ways and the .doctors be- 
lieve they caught the disease from 
the water. 


The elder Jenks said today that 


though the farm is high and well lo- 
cated in what ou^ht to be a healthful 
spot, the dread typhoid has been a 
frequent visitor for ha'f a century. 
The first fatal case that he recalls wa 
4S years ago. He has no doubt that 
the well water has been the cause of 
the long list of fatalities.

There have been only 21 
cases of typhoid fever in the city so 
far this year, while during all of last 
year there were 66 


There were 27 burials in the city last 


month, as follows: Hillside 8, South- 
view 14, St. Joseph's 4, 
other ceme- 


teries 1. Five who died here 
were 


buried elsewhere.
